Contrary to public expectation, the accused 
has been most completely vindicated from the

The 
charges preferred against him are connected 
with his ministry in New York, and consist, as 
we understand, of five distinct allegations. Mr.

The main of the 
charges are of a most henious character, and if 
sustained, must condemn him te measureless ex- 
ecration, but if false, will leave as little mercy 
for his foes. We abstain from particulars ia 
the present state of things, and leave the history 
of the affair to the authenticated developements 
which wil] doubtless soon be made by the regu- 
larly organized tribunals, both of the church 
and of the law.

Tue Staten Istanp Case.—We give in anoth- 
er portion of this paper the report of a most ex- 
traordinary case of incest, which has recently 
been under investigation, at Staten Island. The 
report has been very carefully taken, and with 
the exception of some of the grosser details of 
the offence, is laid before oyr readers exactly as 
it transpired before the magistrates. It was 
sent to us frem Staten Island for publication, 
and a desire has been expressed to us frem va- 
rious residents of Richmond county, by letter, 
that we would give it publicity as a warming 
against the offender in case he should get off like 
others who have been notoriously guilty of the 
same horrid crime. The case is peculiar in 
many of its features, and most so perhaps, in the 
doubt of the paternity of the daughter. By way 
of accounting for this, however, and for the long 
seperation on which the doubt is based, it has 
béen said that the father has served a long term 
of years in a state prison. We shall doubtless 
have more particulars of the case in a few days. 





DisGRACEFUL Cracumsrance.—A preacher 
of Jeffersonville, Ky., during the course of his 
sermon administered a pointed and severe re- 
buke, before the whole congregation, to two 
young ladies whom he imagined were not pay- 
ing him that degree of attention which he de- 
served. A gentleman who was with the ladies, 
considering that the preacher had overstepped 
his province and committed a gross invasion of 
the decencies of life, called on him the next day 
and demanded an apology. The clergyman re- 
fused, whereuponthe gentleman:spat upon the 
Rev. censor’s face. The crowd which had col- 
lected during this dispute, then fell upon the 
lay oitender, and pummelied him severely. The 
preacher brought a suit for the assault, and 
after a hearing of all the circumstances the jury 
to which the ease was submitted, returned a ver- 
dict for the plantiffof eight dollars. This does 
not appear to us to be a righteous verdict. The 
preacher may have committed an aggression, 
but the yeung man’s conduct deserved severer 
punishment. 





Tue Bostow RozgBeky, aND THE SUPPOSED 
Rossrrs.—The Boston Officers have arrested 
four suspicious characters of the names of Wm. 
Brown, Charles Merton, Wm. Bell, and Jack 
Smith, on suspicion of their being the perpetra- 
tors of the robbery of the jewelry store of Messrs. 
Courier & Trott. It appears however, that the 
only cause of their arrest was the fact that they 
went to the jail on Saturday last to escort home 
a pickpocket named John Hall, whose term of 
sentence in that place for stealing an ivory fan, 
had just then expired. Three officers followed 
the party to the Suffolk House, and then sending 
for the Marshall arrested the rogues while they 


were drinking and smoking to the health of | all 


their reclaimed brother. 

We have no faith in the above arrest and hope 
it will net induce the officers of this city to re- 
lax their efforts te detect the true thieves. 
Fellows who steal fans, and honor such connec- 
tions as do, are not capable of an exploit like 
that {performed upon the store of Mr. Courier 
& Trott ; nor on the other hand, would the emi- 
nent burglars who made that “crack,” have been 
guilty of euch stupid conduct asjthat indulged 
in by Bill Brown and his compatriots. Boston 
is, most likely, indebted te New York for the 
above burglary. So think our most experienced 
officers, and if they are not kept torpid by an 
idle and protracted examination, they will doubt- 
less exert themselves to some purpose. False 
arrests are great checks to the detection of reai 
thieves, and we hope therefore, that the Boston 
authorities will commence and end the examina-

The Annual Report of the Inspectors and 
Officers of the Mount Pleasant State Prisean, lice 
before us, and it represents the Gnascial con- 
dition and prospects of the Institetion as mate- 
rially improved during the present year, the ex- 
penses exceeding its earnings only $854, 19, while 
for the past several years its earnings have act 
approached its ordinary annual expenses within 
$18,000. This gratifying change has been pro- 
duced chiefly by the exercise: of a rigid and 
stringent economy in expenditures, the actual 
earnings of the prison not having materially va- 
ried from those of the preceding year. The 
present Board of Inspectors have made no con: 
tract for convict labor at less than 38 cents per 
day, but the contracts for 1843 baving five years 
yet to rtm, contract the labor of 275 men at 32 
cents per day, which, at present rates, is a loss 
to the prison of $5000 per annum. Recent eon- 
tract has been entered into with Alfred Manvel, 
of Woodbury, Connecticut, for the employment 
of from 20 to 30 female convicts in the manafac- 
ture of buttons at 20 cents per day, which will 
prove highly profitable, as their employment 
heretofore has produced little aid im support of 
the prison. 

Auother.contract has also recently been enter- 
ed into for the employment of from 3 to 150 
men for five years, in the manufacture of lime, 
at 40 cents per day for each man, and five cents 
per ton for the stone used for tho lime, as taken 
from the quarry. 

In connexion with the financial interests of 
the prison, the Inspectors call the atteation of 
the Legislature and the mechanics of the state, 
to a feature in the operation of the restrictive 
law of 1842, which was enacted as follows :—

After passing over yarious matters connected 
with the internal discipline of the prison, and 
allusion to the advantage on that point that ap- 
pears to have been produced by allowing the use 
of tobacco in moderate quantities, 49 those con-

He recommends on the 
score of ecenomy and hamanity, the abolish.
